It is certain that Congress will be 
asked to provide liberally in auxiliary 
ships for the present navy, particularly 
as to parent ships for submarine fio- 
tillas. Navy officers are obtaining all 
possible data on German and British 
submarine tenders, and may propose 
the construction of several of those 
vessels so designed as to be able to 
raise sunken submarines or even to 
take aboard and transport for consid- 
erable distances several of the little 
fighting ships. Reports have reached 
the United States of several such ships 
in the European navies. 

It is also probable that a number 
of swift sceut cruisers will be recom- 
mended, and that a consistent cruiser 

rogramme will be proposed, designed 
Oo give the navy an ample fleet of these 
ships within a few years. As yet, how- 
ever, there is nothing to indicate the 
recommendation of battle cruisers at 
this time. The department, it is inti- 
mated, probably will content itself 
with laying before Congress a full 
presentation of the arguments for and 
against that type.

ELP WORKERS 
- TO GET FARMS. 


PLAN TO BE PRESENTED TO THE 
NEXT CONGRESS. 


Various Govermmental Depart- 
ments are Framing a Bill that 
will Allow Men to Take a Claim 
on Easy Payments and Get a Loan 
from the Public Treasury. 


[BY A. P. BIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—An inter- 
departmental committee named by 
Secretary .of the Interior Lane and 
Secretary of Labor Wilson, is at work 
on a plan to relieve unemployment 
under which the Federal government 
would finance workers desiring to take 
up farm land. 

A complete programme with pre- 
liminary drafts of necessary legisia- 
tion is to be framed before Congress 
meets in December to be proposed in 
connection with a rural credits bill 
which the administration is expected 
to press at that time. 

The committee, which includes of- 
ficials of the General Land Office, the 
Reclamation Service, and the Depart- 
ment of Labor, was appointed spe- 
cifically to consider means of broaden- 
ing the scope of the Federal Employ- 
ment Bureau in the Department of 
Labor, and it had the co-operation of 
officials of the Postoffice Department 
and the Department of Agriculture, 

The plan now under consideration 
contemplates a eystem of farm credits 
operating through the Department of 
Labor which would enable workers 
in congested cities to take up agricul- 
tural land on government reclamation 
projects or public lands,-on easy pay- 
ment loans. 

President Wilson in a message to the 
final session of the last Congress re- 
gretted the impossibility of the pass- 


jage of a rural credits bill at that time, 


and it has been generally believed that 
he will recommend some action on the 
subject next winter. 

The plan, in addition to requiring an 
auxiliary rural credit system under the 
control of the Department of Labor, 
would necessitate amendments to the 
reclamation laws and land laws. 

“The proposed plan,’ Comsissioner-. 
General Caminetti of the Immigration 
Bureau said tonight, “would elim- 
imate all overhead charges, as the 
officers who would be employed are 
already in the service of one of the 
department's co-operating, and under 
salary. One of the departments in- 
volved would have a representative in 
most countries of the United States. 
The Postoffice Department would cer- 
tainly have one or more employees in 
each county, particularly at the 
county séat, where records of re 
estate transactions are kept. The de- 
partments would possess exceptional 
opportunities — particularly the De- 
partment of Agriculture — through 
their staff and fleld officers to exam- 
ine and report on the quality of land 
offered for security for loans, deter- 
mine whether the terms of loans are 
observed, collect interest and attend 
to other details.” 

The committee will meet at inter- 
vals this summer, and it is expected 
the plan and the proposed legislation 
will be completed by the time Con- 
gress convenes in December. 


INDIANS SWARM.” 
IN FEDERAL COURT. 
TSE-NE-GAT’S TRIAL FOR THE 


ALLEGED KILIANG OF A 
MEXICAN BEGINS. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DENVER (Colo.) July 6.-~ The 
United States District Court for Colo- 
rado held an array of picturesque wit- 
nesses when Tse-Ne-Gat, the young 
Piute Indian, whose attempt to escape 
capture last February caused a serious 
Indian uprising in which several men 
were killed, faced a white man’s judge 
today to answer for the death of Juan 
Chacon. 

More than forty Indians had been 
summoned to give testimony, as well 
as a number of Mexicans. They were 
gay with blankets and feathers and 
beaded moccasins. The governme 
Was represented by Charles L. Avery 
and Henry McAllister, attorneys ap- 
pointed by the government, and Den- 
nison Wheelock and Edward W. Ker- 
shaw, retained by the American 5So- 
clety of Indians. The day's session 
was taken up mostly with the selec- 
tion of a jury. 

Juan Chacon, a Mexican, was killed 
in Montezuma county, Colo., in March, 
1914. Tse-Ne-Gat, suspected of the 
crime, escaped to the mountains in 
the vicinity of . Bluff, Utah, whefe, 
with a band of Piutes, be resisted ar- 
rest until persuaded by Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, Chief af Staff of the United 
States Army, to give himself up. 

Eleven men were in the jury box 
when court adjourned, all of whom, it 
was stated by counsel, were accept- 
able to the government. It is said 
that the jury will be completed ad 
the taking of the testimony n 
tomorrow.

Dr. Baker Vigorously Attacks 
Illinois Congressman. 


Declares He is Spokesman of 
the Liquor Traffic. 


Infers Underwood is Tool of 
Whisky Element.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 6.—In a 
review of the work of the National 
Antisaloon League before the annual 
convention of the organization here 
tonight, Dr: P. A. Baker. national 
superintendent, attacked Representa- 
tives Mann and Underwood for the 
stand they took Guring the debate on 
national prohibition at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 

He charged that Mr. Underwood 
had made “a strained effort to deceive 
by misrepresentation and td furnish 
material for the liquor propaganda,” 
and said the “liquor traffickers are 
now circulating his speech by the mil- 
lion copies.” 

Of the minority House leader Dr. 
Baker said: 

“Mr. Mann, the alleged author of 
the law against the white slave traffic, 
and Mr. Mann, the sponsor for the 
liquor traffic, become the Dr Jekyll 


gress. .. . The liquor interests 


are already trying to reimburse Mr. 
Mann for his activity in their behalf 


by backing his candidacy for the 
Presidency.” 
Dr. Baker began by referring to 


what he termed the effort on the part 
of politicians to keep the liquor ques- 
tion from becoming an issue at the 
next Presidential election, and said: 

“Their reason is that if this ques- 
tion once gets into the campaign it 
will absorb everything, and nothing 
else will receive consideration. «This 
is but confessing that this issue is 
- egg in the thought of the peo- 

e. 
“The way, however, to keep this 
question from being an issue and the 
all-absorbing issue in the next Con- 
gressional and Presidential campaign 
is for the political leaders of both 
parties to .get busy and see to it that 
the question is submitted to the peo- 
ple by the mext Congress before the 
political conventions are called. This 
is an easy, prectical method of keep- 
ing it out of party conventions, and 
a method that wil! d favor with all 
public men who aré@ not unduly in- 
fluenced by the drink traffic. We are 
not asking any political party or can- 
didate to declare for national! prohibi- 
tion. We do ask ‘that the question be 
referred to the States for their ap- 
proval or disapproval. 

“To deny it on the ground that it 
ise a question for the States to settle 
locally is to assign it to a position of 
less importance than is now accorded 
to the cattle tick, the boll weevil, 
tainted meat or the hookworm, 

' CANNOT BE STOPPED. 

“A movement which for 100 years 
has rooted itself in the heart of the 
church and the conscience of the 
people, and which received a clear 
majority of eight, exclusive of pairs, 
the first time it got a hearing in the 
open forum of Congress, does mot Iie 
down and die at the behest of its ene- 
mies. To all such we wish to say you 
had as well try to stop the mouth of/ 
Vesuvius with a wisp of straw, or turn 
back Niagara with a child's hand, as 
to-stay the progress of this mighty 
movement. 

“December 22, 1914, will always 
stand as a historic date in the caien- 
dar of the nation’s life. It was the 
day for the consideration of the Hob- 
son-Sheppard joint resolution on the 
question of national prohibition-—for 
the two hours’ debate as to whether 
or not the rule granted by the com- 
mittee would be accepted by the 
House. The two hours’ debate was 
utilized more for the discussion of 
prohibition and antiprohibition than 
as to whether or not the rule should 
prevail. It was adopted, however, al- 
most unanimously by a viva-voce vote, 
as everyone knew it would be. Then 


came eight hours’ 4d e on the.sain 
issue —four hours | ae each 
side. Congressman Hobson le@ for the 


prohibition forces and Congressman 
Mann of Chicago for the liquor inter- 
ests. It was a great debate—at times 
persuasive, earnest and eloquent, and, 
again, rising to the fury of a tornado, 
it swept the hall like a hurricane in 
the forest The opposition brought 
out what were supposed to be their 
heaviest guns early in the discussion-— 


the Rules Committee; Mr. Underwood 
of Alabama, Democratic floor leader, 
and Mr. Mann of Illinois, the Repub- 
lican leader. 

“Mr. Underwood's speech, giving 
it the best construction possible, 
was a strained effort to deceive by 
misrepregentation and to furnish ma- 
terial for the liquor propaganda. Mr. 
Underwood must have been imposed 
upon in the statistics that were evi- 
dently given to him by those whom 
he served. They did not rise to the 
standard of being adroitly set forth. 
Mr. Underwood may know something 
about the tariff and kindred govern- 
mental questions,. but his ignorance 
of the whole field of temperance re- 
form, as indicated by his speech, re- 
veals the fact that someone has very 
successfully used him. 

“The best evidence of the utter un- 
reliability of his utterancee may be 
found in the fact that the liquor 
traffickers are circulating his speech 
by the million copies. They always 
avoid circulating any document that 
tells the truth about their busines. 
Think of a man exalted to the high 
position of floor leader of a great po- 
litical party becoming the mouth- 
piece of the drink traffickers in the 
arena where hie honorable position 
made him supreme. Not only did 
they use him as their mouthplece on 
the floor of Congress, but they are 
using his franking privilege for send- 
ing broadcast his liquor-advocating 
speech. 
QUESTION OF FRANKS. 

“Tt may be said tn reply’ that Mr. 
Hobson, Senator Sheppard and 
others, use their franking privilege to 
send out metter combatting the liaq- 
vor traffic. Quite true! But there is 
thia difference: The duty of civil 
government is to promote the wel- 
fare of the governed. Every page 
sent out by these men makes for a 
better citizenship, a loftier patrioct- 
fem. Every page sent out under the 
frank of Mr. Underwood for the 
traffickers aids an itnetitution 
that is subversive of good gfovern- 
ment and in evéry respect an enemy 
of the republic. 

“Mr. Mann opened his address 
with the following outburst of virtue: 
‘IT am for moralitv and against im- 
morality: IT am fort decency and 
against indecency; I am for temper- 
ance and against drufikenness: I am 
for virtue and against vice; IT am for 
law and order and against crime and 


disorder; I am for the right and 
against the wrong.” He could have 
continued with perfect propriety and 
truthfulness and said: ‘I am for s- 
loons, brewertes, distilleries and all 
their accompaniment, and against 
granting to the people the right to 
so amend or change the organic law 
as to get rid of them.’ This, by his 
speech and vote, is exactly what he 


“It is not a pleasant to single 
out public officials and t them 
in the public mind: but when men 
called to high positions of honor and 
trust, as Mr. Mann and Mr. Under- 
wood have been called by the peo- 
Ple,- step down from their lofty po- 
sitiong to become the specific guar- 
Gians and protectors of the liquor 
Interests against the people, they 
forfeit all right to the favorable con- 
sideration of a decent, self-respect- 
ing, home-loving public. Mr. Mann, 
the alleged author of the law against 
the white slave traffic. and Mr. Mann, 
the sponsor for the liquor traffic, be- 
come the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
of the United States Congress. 

“There was gteat fitness in the 
theme used by Dr. Boynton, who 
lives in Mr. Mann's district. when he 
preached on the following Sunday 
night upon “The Fall of Mann,’ and 
uttered that keen sentence that ought 
to live, that ‘no Presidential bee can 
live In alcohol.’

In speaking of the general situa- 
tion Dr. Baker said: 

“The past eighteen months has 
broken the. record for prohibition 
progres, not only in the United 
States, but throughout the world. If 
Russia can abolish $500,000,000 per 
annum in revenue from drink while 
engaged in the most expensive war 
in history and yet declare the sur- 
passing prosperity of her people, it 
would seem that the United States. 
which claims to be civilized and 
Christian, could safely abolish less 
than half that amount in time of 
peace” 

MORE ENERGY NEEDED. 

Mr. Baker then outlined the plan 
to put more energy into the campaign 
for adoption of the Hobson-Sheppard 
movement. He said it was the object 
to have the amendment inserted in 
the national Constitution before the 
next Congressional apportionment is 
made, following the census of 19296. 
He called attention to the fact that 
under the present system of appor- 
tioning Congressmen there will be an 
increase in the membership of the 
national House of Representatives, 
and that much of the increase would 
come from the larger cities, where 
prohibition is not so strong as it is 
in the less populated communities.

The national 
board of directors of the league held 
sessions behind closed doors and dis- 
posed of routine matters. Bishop La- 
ther B. Wilson of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church was re-lected president. 
Nine of the twelve vice-presidents 
were also re-elected. The three new 
members named are Rev. John Me- 
Neil, nvyer; Rev. George W. Truett, 
Dallas, Tax.. and D. C. McMullin, Tal- 
lahassee, Fla. The membership of the 
national Executive Committee was 
enlarged from sixteen to nineteen.

NEW YORK, July 6-— A trunk 
containing 134 sticks of dynamite 
with fuses attached was found by the 
police late tonight im a house at No. 

The 
police said it was sent there by Frank 
Holt and that it arrived three days 
ago. The dynamite was packed in 
sawdust.

It was found on the top 
floor of a five-story building. 

Capt. Thomas G. Tunney of the 
detective bureau took charge of the 
explosives and a squad of detectives 
surrounded the house. Besides the 
dynamite the trunk contained a num- 
ber of tin cans, 4 box of blasting caps 
and powder, some sulphuric acid an 
matches, 

Owen Dagan, r of combus- 
tibles, said the police were searching 
for another case of explosives said to 
be tn the vicinity. 

ww med the police received word from 
Warden ‘Hulse of the jail at Mineola 
to the effect that Holt early in the 
evening had admitted to him that he 
was theodner of the 200 sticks of dy- 
namite received at Syosset, L. I., last 
week. 

Holt, according to Hulse, received 
the dynamite shipment under the 
name of Hendrick, and took it to a 
gmall house near Central Park, L. L., 
where he proceeded to “experiment” 
with it. 

Holt used about sixty sticks in his 
“experiment,” he told Hulse, keeping 
all but eix of the remainder in his 
trunk. This, the police said, would 
seem to indicate that Holt used only 
six sticks to make the Capitol bomb. 

The room in which the trunk full 
of dynamite was found, its used as 
a storehouse. Those in charge of the 
place said that the trunk arrived from 
Mineola at 11 o'clock last Saturday 
morning. They said it was addre 
to F. H. Henderson, and that it was 
to be left there urtil called for.

CHARLES A. CONANT. 


Trip to Havana. ° 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Charies A. 
Conant of New York, a banker and 
financial expert, died in Havana Sun- 
day night of hemorrhage of the 
stomach. He was in Cuba at the re- 
quest of the Cuban authorities to re- 
form the financial system of the re- 
public. 

Mr. Conant left here June 20 for 
Havana at the invitation of the Presi- 
dent of Cuba. He had expected to re- 
turn July 15. The cablegram announc- 
ing his death was received today at 
his office here. 

Mr. Conant was 54 years old and 
snmarried. He was an authority on 
banking and financial affairs and au- 
thor of works dealing with economics 
and banking. He was appointed by 
President Roosevelt to the Committee 
on International Exchanges, which in 
1913 conferred with European gov- 
ernments concerning reform of the 
currency systems in China and other 
oriental countries. 

As a financial expert Mr. Conant vis- 
ited the Philippines, Mexico and Cen- 
tral American republica. In 1901 he 
was sent to Manila to investigate coin-

This silence was unbroken 
yesterday. it would appear that the 
reality operator, confident in his own 
innocence, preferred to let the facts 
speak for themselves, 
SERIES OF VICTORIES. 

The history of the legal battle dates 
back to 1907. Since that time four 
actions have been brought against Mr. 
Graham, three civil suits and one 
criminal indictment. One by one the 
civil suits were decided in the de- 
fendant’s favor. The criminal action 
was not brought until July, 1914. Fer 
the past year the decision in this ac- 
tion has been hanging fire, and it was 
not until yesterday that the case was 
finally closed. 

For some time prior to June, 1907, 
a corporation of which Mr. Graham, 
then a resident of Chicago, was one 
of the principal stockholders, held 
contracts for the uisition of cer- 
tain “timber issued by the 
government of British Columbia. As 
the result of negotiations at Chicago, 
Col. Ayres,’'an experienced lumber- 
man, and two others, tin June, 1907, 
procured an option from the company 
to purchase all of these licenses. The 
land was unsurveyed, and the agree- 
ment in terme shows that the 
was merely estimated. 

Ayres bought out his 


then in the custody of 
Moison’s Bank and R. T. 
attorney. 

After such examination, Ayres, at 
Vancouver, on August 27, 1907, en- 
tered into a contract of purchase at 
the price of $550,000, payable in in- 
staliments, with the usual provisions 
for forfeiture in case of default. Up 
to August 27, 1907, Ayres had 
$10,000 on account of the transacti 
receiving credit therefor on the con- 
tract of the latter Jate. He defaulted 
in future. installments, paying only 
$6000 on account thereof to the com- 
pany, and paid io the British Colum- 
bia government about $4500 in taxes. 
After being in default for several 
months, and being frequently warned. 
that his failure to live up to his agree- 
ment Was a source of embarrassment 
to Mr. Graham's company, he was for- 
mally notified that the contract was 
at an end. 

AYRES FILES SUIT. 

Ayres later commenced two suits in 
the State courts at Chicago, against 
the Graham interests, making vari- 
ous charges of fraud, tn both of which

CHEMICAL FIRE 
STILL MYSTERY. 


ORIGIN AND “EXPLOSIONS ARE 
 UNEXPDAINED—OFFICERS’ 
STATEMENTS. 


After a thorough investigation of 
the fire that resulted in a total loss 
to the National Chemical Company, 
No. 468 East Third street, Monday 
night, Fire Chief Ely declared yester- 
day afternoon that the mystery sur- 
rounding, its origin and a series of 
explosions is unexplained. He does 
not, however, entertain the theory 
that the compainy carried in its stock 
chemical explosives contrary to law. 

Practically everything in the bulld- 
ing was destroyed, and the official 
investigation made by Chief Ely and 
Police Detective Fitzgerald was handi- 


both! capped, but they said there was no 


evidence of the company having vio- 
lated the law. Statements by ?G. 
Holman to the police Monday night 
were repudiated by officials of the 
company yesterday, who declared that 
Mr. Holman is merely a book-keeper 
at the plant and had no authority to 
talk for the company. 

“There were several terrific ex- 
plosions,” the Fire Chief said, “but, of 
course, it is impossible for me to de- 
termine what caused them when ev- 
erything is destroyed. I am of the 
opinion, though, that the company did 
not keep in fits building any chemicals 
that are prohibited by law, and do not 
think a further investigation is war- 
ranted.” 

Detective Fitzgerald said he is cer- 
tain that if nitroglycerine had been 
kept in the building the structure 
would have been wrecked, and inas- 
much as the walls are intact he opines 
that the explosions were caused by t 
terrific heat working upon some - 
erwise noncombustible materials.

< chemicals used in the manufacture of 


the goods it sold. Chioride of lime, 
sal soda, sulphur. rain water crystals 
and caustics were the principal ma- 
terials kept in the building. 

F. G. Mortimer, former president of 
the company and now its financial 
backer, said rday he is willing 
to do everything within his power to 
clear the mystery of the explosions, 
but he ie satisfied that the company 
did not in any manner transgress up- 
on the law. He said if he had been 
interviewed Monday night he would 
have given all the information he pos- 
sessed and there would have been no 
mystery to solve.

TOO MANY TROUBLES. — : 
Man Believing He Could not Get 
Along With His Wife Shoots Seif 
in Her Presence. 

Peace with his wife was impossible, 
he thought, so Egbert Graff, 31 years 
old, ended a long argument for a 
reconciliation by shooting himself in 
the head while he atood talking to his 
wife and her mother, Mrs. C. Kunker, 
No. 106 Witmer street. He was taken 
to the County Hospital in a dying con- 
dition. 

Trouble had been in progress in the 
family for months, the couple being 
unable to live amicadly together. 
While in Salt Lake City Monday, Graff 
wrote a letter to his brother suggest- 
ing a violent death, and giving instruc- 
tions regarding his property. 

When he arrived here yesterday he 
went directly to his mother-in-law’s 
home, and interviewed both his wife 
and her mother. He insisted on a rec- 
onciliation, which the wife rejected 
as not feasible, because, she said, she 
had thoroughly tested the possiblity 
of thelr ever agreeing. 

He threatened to kill himself. They 
pleaded with him to leave the house 
and consider the matter carefully. He 
drew a revolver, pointed it to his fore- 
head, and fired, falling before he could 
shoot again. In his coat pocket was 
one $60 bill and one $10 bill, wrapped 
with ctions for the disposition 
of 


In the case of the Berlin Dye Works, 
declared bankrupt in October, 1913, 
Judge Trippet held that a claim 
against the estate of the bankrupts, 
in the shape of a judgment secured by 
Cc.

It was announced that an appeal 
would be taken by the creditors, as the 
opinion i considered very important 
in bankruptcy matters and it is de- 
sired that the lability of the estate 
of a bankrupt in similar cases should 
be judicially and finally determined.

OUTLINED. 


y Messages of past achievements and 


prospective accomplishment for the 
city administration will be presented 
to the Council today, one coming from 
former Mayor Rose and the other 
from May@r Sebastian. The former 
Mayor, in his address filed with the 
City Clerk, expresses thanks to those 
who have worked with him, and evi- 
denced a spirit of co-operation in pub- 
lic service. Former Mayor Rose says 
he views with pride the fact that all 
of the pre-election pledges in the 
platform on which he was elected 
have been fulfilled. He calls atten- 
tion to the extensive street and sewer 
improvements that have been com- 
pleted and to the growth in territory 
through annexation which has made 
Los Angeles’ greater in area than 
Greater New York. He points with 
pride to the harbor improvements in 
the last two years. In referring to 
the numerous suggestions in his last 
annual message that have been car- 
ried out, the former Mayor enumer- 
ates five problems that he hoped 
would be solved before now.

The proposed new police and fire 
alarm system, and 

City and county consolidation. 
Mayor Sebastian places the comple- 


P./ tion of the aqueduct power plant and 


the distribution of surplus water 
through annexation of more territory 
as the leading question on which the 
administration is pledged to immedi- 
ate action. In his message to the 
Council, the Mayor says: 

In assuming the office of Mayor I 
have only a few suggestions to sub- 
mit for your c@fisideration. 

You and I have been entrusted for 
the next two years with the manage- 
ment of a Vast business enterprise. 
The most important business concern 
in Los Angeles is the public corpora- 
tion in which every citizen is a stock- 
holder, and of which you and I con- 
stitute the of directors. As 
such directors it js our business to 
see to it that public funds are not only 
honestly but wisely expended. 

All of us stand to the peo- 
ple to do all within our power to pro- 
mote economy am efficiency to the 
end that the burdens of the taxpayers 
may be lightened as much as possible. 
This is the most important work that 
can be accomplished for the benefit 
of the people during the next two 
years. 


If we are to reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment and secure a maximum of 
efficiency i necessary that there 
shall be the greatest harmony and 
the closest co-operation between the 
various departments of the govern- 
ment. We, as the responsible direct- 
ors, must point the example and set 
the pace for all other departments. 
Let us do real “teamwork.” I aasure 
you that I shall co-operate with you 
in every proposal that is for the pub- 
lic good, and, on my part, I not only 
ut earnestly seek your advice, 
counsel and helpfulness to the end 
that I may at all times act only for 
the public good.) 
You and I have been greatly hon- 
ored by being entrusted with the 
management of public affairs in this 
great city, but this honor brings with 
it a responsibility which is equally 
great. Many problems of vital im- 
portance to the people of the city 
must be worked out in the next few 
years. These call for the exercise of 
sound judgment and intelligent action 
on our part. 

All of us in a signed platform 
pledged ourselves to carry out certain 
policies. All of us promised the people 
that we would do all within our power 
to hasten the completion of the aque- 
duct power plant and distribute the 
power directly to the citizens over a 
municipally-owned distributing system. 
We promised to hasten the distribution 
of the surplus aqueduct water, a prob- 
lem which, under the policy 
of the city, involves the annexation of 
contiguous territory. I favor the con- 
tinuance of the Annexation Commis- 
sion, and am certain that all of us 
will give the Annexation Commission 
every assistance in carrying forward 
its work, so that within the shortest 
time possible the surplus water from 
the aqueduct not now needed for do- 
mestic purposes will be put to bene- 
ficial use, thereby materially increas- 
ing the revenues of the city. 

Water distribution depends on an- 
nexation. Until the surplus water is 
put to use We cannot secure a maxi- 
mum of revenue from the aqueduct or 
the power plant. Until these enter- 
prises are yielding revenue we cannot 
reduce the burdens the taxpayers now 
are carrying. It, therefore, becomes 
our duty to leave nothing undone to 
hasten the annexation of additional 
territory that can and will use this 


surplus water. 

The development of the harbor is a 

matter that of the utmost impor- 
tance, and one in which every citizen 
and taxpayer is vitally interested. The 
work of development has been well 
begun, and during the next two years 
must be carried forward in the same 
intelligent manner that has character- 
ized it in the past. I am sure that each 
one_of us stands ready to do all in 
his power to promote this great work 
which is so vital to the future prosper- 
ity and growth of Los Angeles and the 
entire Southwest. 
We also have promised the people 
to attempt to solve many other im- 
portant questions, such as the present 
congestion of traffic on the business 
streets, which involves the building 
of subways and the opening of traffic 
routes through the hills to the west of | 
the business district. 

We also have promised to do all 
within our power to relieve the people |
